2. Applicant's arguments, filed December 18, 2006, in addition to the interview on 
December 7, 2006, have been fully considered and they are persuasive.

3. The specification is missing all the headings, such as TITLE and BACKGROUND 

OF INVENTION, along with others. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-20 and 30-36 are allowed. 

5. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach re-encrypting transmitted information, 
wherein the transmitted information comprises a control word, and then storing the re- 
encrypted transmitted information on a recording medium. Other prior art system re- 
encrypt transmitted information, however, this transmitted information fails to include the 
control word. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 6,714,650 to Maillard et al. (same assignee as 
instant application), describes a system that stores an encrypted control word on a 
medium along with scrambled data (similar to the instant application), but does not re- 
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encrypt the control word after decrypting it. Instead, the control word remains 
decrypted.
